One of our schools suffered much because scholars were ab- 
sent or dismissed so often; parents should never allow their 
cheir children to be absent or dismissed for any trivial cause. 

This absent from lessons was plainly seen at the end of the 
year. The teacher seems to have no control over this matter, 
it rests with the parents and they should realize the importance 
and impress upon the children’s minds that they must be in 
school every day.
